"In the western theater of war fierce 
artillery duels took place in the neigh- 
borhood of Nieuport. 
They resulted in 
the evacuation of the enemy's trenches 
. at Palinsburg, a suburb of Nieuport. 


"The enemy's attacks near the canal 
of Le Basse have been finally repelled. 


"French attacks at La Boisselle and 
hill of Touveron were repulsed. 


"Yoslerday's unsuccessful attacks on 
tlie hills near Crony were followed up 
by a G'evman counter attack which end- 
ed in tlie complete defeat of the French 
and the clearing of the liills northeast 
of Bnssic and north of Crony. 
Our 
troops took possesgion of two French 
positions and captured 1,700 prisoners, 
four cannon and several machine guns. 


"An attack by French sappers in the 


neighborhood of St. Mibiel has been suc- 
cessfully repulsed. 
Our troops 
took 
possession of the hills north and north- 
east of Xomeny. 


"The situation in the Vosges remains 
unchanged. 


"In the eastern theater of war the 
situation has not undergone any cliange.'"

Expects Republican Votes 
to Offset the Democratic 
Opposition. 


M'ashington, .Jan. 13.—Evidences that 
President Wilson intends to concentrate 
his influence for the ship purchase bill, 
probably with the aid of some republi- 
can, votes, to the exclusion of tho Phil- 
ippine and conservation bills, if neces- 
sary, were apparent today. 


Manuel 
Quezon, resident 
Philippine 
commissioner, told the president today 
ho did not expect the Philippine bill to 
pass during the present session. 


Senator Kenyon, republican, was in- 
vited to the white house todaj' by the 
president and eug]^sted several amend- 
ments to the shipping bill, which he 
thoxight would make it acceptable to 
some opponents. 
He Avould place the 
control of the ships under a non-par- 
tisan board and would eliminate the 
temporary character of the project. The 
president promised to consider these 
changes. 
^Tne president expects to see other 
republican senators in the near future^ 
Some democrats oppose the bill a^id the 
president plans to win enough republican 
votes to pass it. 


Two Battleship Program.

Congressman dine Votes to 
Submit Suffrage Issue to 
the States.

leadiers in congress today considered the 
:iroinaii suffrage issue u^ad so far as

is concerned as the 


result of -the failure of the MondelJ 
.r«M]iition for a constitutional amend- 
mait to enfranchise women, to get the 
Moeuary two-thirds vote in yesterday's 
Idstoric contest in the house. 


The failure of the resolution to get 
wen a majority vote, it was believed 
would dficourage further efforts at this 
•Msion to have the questio"h again 
brought up for consideration. 


Undismayed, however, because of the 
defeat for the second time of the suf- 
frage cause in congret» within a year, 
suffrage leaders declared today that the 
ilgbt was by no means over and that 
it would be continued until victory was 
fheirs. t l was thought likrfy that suf- 
t n g e leaders in congress and out would 
begui immediately 
to 
re-align 
their 
forces for another fight in the 64th con- 
gress, which will meet next December. 


On the other hand, anti-suffragists 
were out today with statements on the 
result asserting their e:roectations had 
been fulfilled. Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, 
president of the national association op- 
posed to-Roman's suffrage declared the 
^eBuIt meant the suffrage movement 
"fostered by hysterical women" was 
on the wane. 


Four More Than Expected. 


Pointing to the vote in favor of the 
resolution as being foiu- more than they 
had counted on« suffrage leaders declared 
that it was highly gratifying to them. 
The fact that the resolution was voted 
on is to'be construed as,a victory for 
.the cause declaring that the question 
never before had been considered in the 
house. 


The vote on the resolution 
came 
about 9 o'clock last night after many 
hours of earnest and at times bitter 
debate in which the que8]fcion of state's 
rights figured. The galleries had been 
thronged with champions and opponents 
of the eanse whose frekuent approval or 
disapproval of speakers made it difll- 
cult for Speaker Clark to maintain or- 
der.

Advance Detachment of Sultan's Army 
Has Occupied Persian City 
of Tabriz.

The Flood Commission 
Report. 


That not only did the floods in the spring of 1913 
' ^ork a damage of more than twenty-five millions of dol- 
lars in Indiana, but that the flood situation is a constant 
menace* to the state are two impressive conclusions cited 
in the report of the Indiana flood commission, which has 
jnst submitted its findings to Governor Ralston. 
Fort 
VWayne's share in this tremendous loss was sufficiently 
^¿rge to give.it a very deep interest in the situation and 
inuch concern regarding what is to be done to prevent a 
recurrence of the flood waste and suffering vdth its losses 
in life and property. It is one of the big and important 
questions on which the present legislature should not fail 
to take prompt and remedial steps. 


That the curbing of the flood waters, will be a big task 
to be handled in a big way is plainly apparent to all who 
have given the matter any consideration whatever. The 
¿tate commission has formulated what it believes to bo 
the correct course of procedure and is drafting a biU to 
this end, which is to be introduced in the legislature short- 
ly. The. flood commission has done a valuable work in its 
investigations and its recommendations, but they will 
amount to nothing if the matter is allowed to stop here. 
We trust the legislature may provide for continuation of 
the work to the end that there may be eliminated so far as 
is possible, every element of flood danger in Indiana. 


Equal suffrage met its second congresional defeat 
within a year when the house on Tuesday night refused by 
a vote of 204 to 174, to submit to the states an amendment 
to the federal constitution to extend the franchise to 
Women. But does anybody seriously believe that action 
disposes of the equal suffrage question? That no issue is 
ever settled until it is rightly settled was never more true 
than it is today, and not even simple justice will have 
;beon done until the American woman is given her full 
voice in the affairs of the government under which she 
lives and under which she rears her children. The ques- 
tion, will come again and again until this is an accom- 
plished fact. That much may be accepted as certain. The 
Sentinel is gratified to note that Congressman Oline was 
among the number who voted to submit the suffrage ques- 
tion to the states. 


While intimations that a number of confessions had 
beetn secured had led to the expectation that a number of 
the Terre Haute men indicted for conspiracy to perpe- 
trate, fraud at an election might enter pleas of guilty, the 
Ofcdiana public was scarcely prepared to see eighty of 
them march forward and admit their guilt. 
Yet that is 
precisely what happened when the one hundred and four- 
teen men were arraigned in the IJnited States court in In- 
dianapolis Tuesday. Their action, of course, does not con- 
vict those who have elected to fight the case, among whom 
are Mayor Roberts and other prominent Terre Haute men, 
but it is calculated to inspire District Attorney HaUey 
-with a rather optimistic confidence in what he is going to 
be able to establish when the cases come to trial. 


In the investigation of the present increase in the 
¡price of wheat products, one element is pointing its ac- 
cusing finger that the boards of trade, another is blaming 
the war, while the national convention of retail grocers is 
placing the burden of responsibility on the farmer whom 
they claim is holding back wheat shipments in the hope of 
giei^g ti much higher price soon. The two outstanding 
facts in the developments up to this time is that thé price 
\ j ¿3 really advancing and that each faction is determined to 
escape being made the traditional goat of the occasion. 


Those who are leading the fight to abolish the death 
(penalty for murder in Indiana are supported not only by 
/¿the best of modem thought on this question but by ^the 
general trend in that direction all over the country. 
jMwe and more the taking of human Hfe in expiation of 
I'icrime is becoming repulsive to thought, and the penalty is 
seldom exacted that its presence on the statute books 
£|ainpiints to little as a deteiTeiit against murder. It might 
r?wcll be wiped out altogether.

And the establishment of 
primaries 
uts upon voters a new responsibility In 
' e matter of selecting proper nominees 
for office. 
ITie bosses' power has not 
been broken; it seems not 
seriously 
curtailed by the establishment of pri- 
maries. 
What is needed now, as a 
complement for primaries, is the short 
ballot. 
With too many candidates to 
be selected at the polls, a clearer un- 
derstanding is need^ in their nomina- 
tion. 


"The gift of direct primary laws to 
an electorate without tne short ballot," 
says the budget commissioner, "is like 
equipping an automobile without a car- 
biu-etor." 
The state treasurer^ secre- 
tary of state and the judges of- the 
supreme court ought to be taken off the 
Ohio ballot and made appointive, he 
declares. 


Much progress has been made in this 
state in the direction of shortening the 
ballot. 
But there is room for Improve- 
ment. The ballot is still too long. 
The 
establishment' of 
an 
efficient budget 
system is not the only desirable project 
made more difScult by a cumbersome 
system of voting.

influence. God cannot use a discouraged 
cliristian. 
If you are living on Grum- 
blir? alley, move, up on Sunshine boule- 
vard so the Lord may bless you. Many 
folks mistake liver complaint or dyspep- 
sia for spirituality. They aro long faced 
enough to drink butter-milk out of a 
chum. 


Against Mary's doubt the faith of 
Martha shines forth with brighter ra- 
diance. Full of faith, she goes forth to 
meet Christ and from His lips she hears 
i-hat great message, "I am the resur- 
'•ection and tho life." Now Martha, hav- 
ing mot Jesus, goes back to Mary and 
Iier words are fraught with new mean- 
ing. 
These are tho steps in any true 
work of grace. You cannot get all the 
orofessed Clmstians of any church or 
community at the outset of any great 
work of grace, interested in the salva- 
tion of souls. It must be at the first 
the faithful little 
band of 
men 
or 
women who go into their inner cham- 
bers and there meet Christ. Then they 
gfo> to their friends and their invitations 
have a weight that they did not have 
before. As soon as the entire household 
went, we are told the multitude went 
also. 
If you can get all of the religous 
people in this community to be Chris- 
tians indeed, and vitally, Interested in 
the salvation ,of others, you cannot build 
a building large - enough to hold the 
crowd who-wiU desire to attend the 
meetings, and seek salvation. A revival 
never begins first of all in the world 
but always in the church. 
"Judgment 
must begin at the house of God."

a new building or furnishlnf, some other 
church »ays, "We must not let them 
get ahead of us!" 
And they ^et up 
all sorts of schemes and contrivances 
to get ahead of someone else. 
This is 
the spirit of the pastor who prayed 
"Oh Lord, thou knowest that it has been 
i 
toing bad with us; bjit we thank the©, 
t. is better with us than with that 
church across the street." 


There is a great deal of churt^anity 
that is not Christianity. 
The church 
organization often usurps the place of 
Christ. The pastor or member may bo 
enthusiastic for his church,' with the 
same spirit that a base ball captain or 
fan may be enthusiastic for his team, 
and with no higher motive. That is one 
advantage of a union campaifcn like 
this, where all in the'commimlty wlio 
are interested in putting down sin and 
enthroning ChVist, are invited to join. 
I have known some professedly religiouH 
people who act as though they would 
rather that a man was not oonrerted ii 
he did not join their chtirch. 
I want 
you to be loyal to your church and 
your pastor. Whenever I hear ¿>i a man 
saying "I love every other man's wift 
in the community just as muoh as. I di 
my own," I do not want that sort oi 
a fellow to live in my neighborhood. 
Be loyal to your church, but if you think 
that all religion is centered in the foui 
walls of your denomination, no matter 
what its name, you nevei^ mad« a great- 
er mistake. There is someone that lives 
over the hill, even if you caniiot see 
the smoke coming ,oUt of the chimney. 
Let the stones of a^ narrow, selfish sec- 
tarianism be rolled iway. 


In a Tillage of but tWo churches, the 
pastor of «ne church had spoken so 
plainly one Sunday in his denunciation 
of sin, that he offnided a'prominent 
member who was guilty of this espscini 
form of wrong doing. 
Th|s member 
thought the next Sunday, t&at ha would 
get even with his pastor ^ y attending 
the other church. 
6o' at ^ a morning 
service, with his irifa and family, he 
walked down the aisle of tlii« other 
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church and took a prominent seat. Tliis 
act did not escape the notice of the pa? 
tor, and when he arose to make the an- 
nouncements, he looked straight at this 
man and said: 
"My friend, we know 
why you'aft here this morning; it is 
not for any love for this church, but it 
is to show your spite against your pas- 
tor for having unmasked your pet sin 
NTow I would advise you to take your 
family and go right back to your own 
church." 
I • have more respect for 
chicken thief or a sheep-killing dog than 
for a pastor or church officer who will 
try to steal the members from another 
church, or the singers from another 
choir. 


Sometimes^ the obstruction between 
the churches is caiised by the over-em- 
phasis of some particular , form or doc- 
trine. 
Someone has imagined a con- 
vérsation between Bartimaeus, the blind 
beggar, whom Jesus healed outside the 
walls of Jericho, and tho other blind 
man who Avas healed by-our Lord after 
])e had washed -4n the pool of Siloam. 
This other man was saying, "Oh Barti- 
maeus, was it not wonderful how JesuK 
made mud from the spittle and the cla.v 
in the road and rubbed on oiir eyes, and 
then told us to go and wash in the pool. 
How that mud did smart." 
"Mud on 
your eyes!" exclaimed Bartimaeus, "I 
did not have any mud on my eyes; I 
was sitting' outside the city walls when 
Jesus came along and I. called upon him 
and asked him to restore my sight. He 
only touched me and I was healéd. "Oh, 
you are mistaken," exclaimed the oth' 
er. "You think'you see, but you don't. 
In order really to be healed, you mnii 
have mud on your eyes and wasH in the 
piooL" If those two men had l^en liv- 
ing at the present day they would bav<>. 
had two denominations^ "The Mudites 
and the ^ti-Mudités."

Nothing will blight a church any more 
than a feeling of bitterness among its 
members. One man does not speak to 
another because that one supported the 
other ticket at the primary or election. 
One lady will sit right across the aisle 
from another and walk right past her 
when the services is out, without ever 
a sign of recognition. What is the mat- 
ter! 
The one lady had an evening 
party and did not invite the other one, 
«and filled with envy she is saying to 
herself, "I'll get even with her." If 
nothing else were done in this campaign 
during the coming week but to settle 
the difficulties and <lissensions among 
the memb«rs of every church in this 
city, it would mean permanently the 
S 
eatest spiritual ìxp-ÌHt and revival 
ese churches have ever known. 
No 
church can be blessed as it ought to be 
blessed, if it has two members that do 
not spes^ to one another. 


In the next place, it is frequently the 
stones of criticism that are hindering 
the blessings. 
Parents will go home 
froin a Sunday moaning service and at 
the diimer table will find fault with 
the pastor, his 
sermon, and all his 
family, then they wonder why their 
own children lose interest- in the church 
and Christian life: No matter what you 
may think about the evangelist, stand 
by your pastor. 
Pray him up, praise 
him* up, and pay him up. It is not for 
my sake, nor for the pastors' nor foi 
the churches, but for the sake of our 
Lord and His kingdom, let me urge you 
to cast aside all criticism during this 
calnpaign. I cannot conduct these meet- 
ings to please everybody, and I ata not 
going to try it. 
As long as the king- 
dom of God is being built uj!^ follow 
any plan or method that wijArants suc- 
cess.

He Would Build Big Sand 
Traps for Big Sewers to 
Keep Conduits Clear. ' 


Impressed by the arduous and some- 
what perilous labor as well as the enor- 
mous, expense that is entailed by the 
task of cleaning the three miles of the 
intercepting sewer—a job that has been 
in progress several months and will not 
be completed for weeks—^Mayor Hosey 
has conceived a plan tor protecting this 
great drain from accumulations of silt 
and sand. The mayor's plan is to con- 
struct at certain points big cisterns or 
sand traps into which the sewage «ill 
be poured and where the sand will set- 
tle, permitting the sewage to return ,to 
the drain. He would have such a set- 
tling basin located at the mouth of the 
South Wayne sewer, which is the worst 
in the city in the matter of carrying 
sediment mto the itnerceptor, and an- 
other at the mouth of the Fairfield ave- 
nue sewer, which ia almost as bad, and 
perhaps others at other points east. 
These sand traps would catch and hold 
the deposits and at intervais the sedi- 
ment could be removed at no great ex- 
pense.

Councilman Korte's ordinance to change 
the name of Thomas street to Bowser 
avenue was refei-red to the committee on 
streets and alleys. 


The council passed an ordinance pro- 
viding that all privy vaults must be con- 
structed of stone, brick or rrietal, must be 
at least four feet in depth and located not 
less than fifty feet from a residence. 


To the committee on track 
elevation 
were sent ordinances ratifying the reso- 
lutions recently confirmed by the board 
of works for the general elevation of the 
Pennsylvania and Wabash tracks east of 
Calhoun street. 


An ordinance wa3 passed that requires 
all automobile lights of 
four or more 
candle power to be screened while used 
within the city and prohibiting the use 
of a muffler cut-out. 
Penalty for viola- 
tion is a fine of from $26 to $100. 


The council sent to the committee on 
finance 
an ordinance appropriating $1,023 
to the incidental account of the legal de- 
partment to pay the 
excess 
damages 
awarded by the circuit court in the case 
of the Hohman heirs for property taken 
for the opening of Sherman street. 
The 
money, which was appropriated last 'year 
for that purpose, had not been paid and 
it automatically reverted to the general 
fund with the advent of the new year.

To the average player of bil- 
liards three cushions offers the raovt 
action and a fair chance of victory even 
over his superior. 


Fifteen-two and fifteen-three, all the 
balk-line games, are masters' games 
In those games the ordinary player has 
no chance, while at three cushions a 
fair player with a steady stroke and a 
little luck has a real chance to beat 
the man who, perhaps, could play him 
1,000 to 250 at balk line.

Afternoon Meeting. 
Dr. Lyon 
held 
his, first afternoon 
meeting of the week at the tabernacle 
Wednesday. He spoke on "A Breakfast 
With Jésus." In the course of his re- 
marks fié declared that the churches of 
today are putting forth fi;reat exertionj 
church activities are numerous, but the 
converts are few. Pastors are paddm« 
their membership rolls and whistling to 
keep up their courage, but the facts are 
that in all denominations things arc in 
a bad way. 
. 
, 


Many Letters Received. 
Dr. Lyon declared Tuesday night be- 
fore beginning his sermon that he had 
rèccivéd a total of twenty letters from 
f*ort Wayne citizens. 
Some of them 
he said would make one sick at heart. 
He told of a letter received from a brok- 
en hearted wife which reads as folloAvs: 
"My husband is spending his time and 
money with women in wine rooms and 
I actually suffer for food." 


"That woman's husband is not fit to 
run a glue factory in hell," the evan- 
gelist shouted. 
"A city that alloAVs 
burléstiue shows such as haTe been al- 
lowed in this city, where vice and licen- 
tiousneSa is the stock in trade, is in a 
bad way. If I had the running Of this 
city for fifteen minutes I'd put thom 
out." 


He said he received another letter 
from a man signing himself, "One of the 
Meanest Men in Town." While he did 
not tell the contents of the letter he 
said it would make one sick at heavt. 
He declared that Wednesday night he 
miglit read these letters. 


"Well, I almost forgot the collection," 
he suddenly declared and before the tin 
pans were passed he told of a contro- 
versy between a penny and a dollar. 
The dollar called the penny small and 
copper colored. 


"Well, I know I'm small and copper 
colored, but I go to the tabernacle a 
great deal oftener than you .do." 


Rolling Away the Stones. 
Dr. Lyon spoke Tuesday evening on 
the subject: "Kolling Away the Stones. " 
He told of the obstructions in the com- 
munity, in the church and in the indi- 
vidual life. 
These were characterized 
as stones that should be rolTed away. 


The evangelist told of the obstruc- 
tions in the way of a revival, declaring 
it was impossible to get all the mem- 
bers in all the churches interested at 
the outset of a meeting of this kind. 


"Since coming to Fort Wayne I have 
heard of people saying 'We can't have 
a revival In Fort Wayne; other cities 
may have great revivals, but not here; 
we have 
tried 
lots 
of 
times, 
but 
couldn't; Fort Wayne is too far gone.'" 
Dr. Lyon ridiculed this idea. 


"There is not a city in all this land 
that Glod loves more than Fort Wayne,'" 
ho continued. 
"God cannot use a dis- 
couraged Christian." 


Jealousy is Criticised. 
Jealousy among members of churdi 
choirs was scored. Th« spirit of rivalry 
among churches also was condenined. 


"I have a great deal more respect for 
a chicken thief or a sheep killing doy 
than I have for a pastor, a church o^ 
fìccr or a church member who steals 
singers from another choir or members 
out of another church," he declared. 


He made it plain that the saving of 
souls was far more important than the 
size of the membership of any one 
church. 


Among the stones the evangelist said 
should be rolled away were criticism, 
sectarianism,, jealousy, 
unforgiveness, 
pride, stubbornness, prejudice, indiflfcr- 
ence, bad habit and grudge. 


Dr. Lyon said he understood that a 
scurrilous letter signed "Lyon Commit- 
tee" was being sent out. He character- 
ized this as the work of the devil. 


Can't Please Eve^body. 
"I couldn't conduct this campaign to 
please everybody and I'm not going to 
try," Jie said. "There 4a. only one whom 
I am trying to please and that is Jesus 
Christ. If the meeting is not being con- 
ducted as you Avould conduct it, to long 
as the kingdom of Christ is being built 
up, help it along." 
, 


He said he had heard the Lyon meet- 
ings were being criticised because there 
was too much laughing. 


"Well, the, devil doesn't lauffh—poor 
devil," he Bald. 
"Who has a better 
right to laugh than God's people t" 


Then , there has been some criticism 
because he doesn't always close his 
meetings with a prayer. 


"If there isn't a short, prayer here and 
a long prayer there some people think it 
isn't according to Hoyle," he said. 


Dr. Lyon closed the meeting with sil- 
ent prayer and then he had the audience 
to repeat after 
him 
the following: 
"Send a revival to Fort Wayne «nd let 
it begin with me." 


"All who will say 'I want every hind- 
rance taken out of my life' raise theit 
bands." 


Hundreds of hands were raised In all 
parts of the big tabernacle, this being 
done while all heads were still bowed.

The Gfermans again have stormed 
"Spur 
132" 
northeast 
of 
Soissons 
which Paris describes as an "important 
attack," The result was still unkown 
this morning. 
The French took the 
hill only last Saturday, and since then 
the (Germans have made a determined 
effort to carry it by a coimter at- 
tack. 


Tlie scene of this fighting is the 
nearest point to the' French capital 
along the battle line, being only sixty 
miles from Paris. 


Similar violent fighting is reported as 
progressing about fifty miles farther 
east, near Perthes, where the Germans 
by "a counter attack succeeded in break- 
ing through and establishing themselves 
behind the French advanced position 
north of Be&uzjour. The lighting pre- 
sumably continued all night, but the 
outcome was not known this morning. 
The Germans apparently are making 
great efforts not only to hold what 
they have recovered but also to drive 
the French further back as an advance 
on the part of the latter would threat- 
en their communications to the north. 


A dispatch received here from Con- 
stantinople today says Turkish forcea, 
officexed by Germans, -which are gather- 
ed in sou^ern Syria waiting to attack 
are holding back only until the arrival 
of expected reinforcements. A dispatch 
from Sohp, indicates Rumania plans to 
start her ^lan through Transylvania in 
February.

Bills Come in a Flood. 


Billa proyidinif for th© repeal of the 
thPEwimUe gravM road law, the modifica 
tiou of the r^stration law, the repeat 
of the provision in the oomipt practice 
act whidi is asserted restricts the state 
press, the repeal of the rabbit hunting 
law and a bill to abolish the oflfico ot 
state high school inspector were among 
the more important of 
tw«nty-swen 
bills introduced in the two house» of 
the legislatiire 
this morning. 
Both 
houses adjourned at noon until tomor- 
row morning. 


A bill )!vhich- abolishes registration 
day entirely and provides that new 
voters in a precinct shall register by. af- 
fidavit at the county clerk's office was 
introduced in the senate by Senator Jw- 
seph Hemphill. Under the provisions of 
his bill a roan will register only once 
in the "precinct in which he resides, so 
long as he remains a resident th^m. 
When moving from one princinct to 
another, he is compelled to file an af- 
fidavit showing that he has been a resi- 
dent of the precinct the required num- 
ber of days prior to election day. This 
biU, it is urged will cut down tho ex- 
pense of the present registration system 
and will be just ae effective. 


Second in Road Bill Series. 


Senator' James R. Fleming, of Port- 
land, introduced his second of a series 
of road bills. The bill provides for the 
repeal of the three mile gravel road law 
ai^ prevents city streets from being 
taxed under its operations. 
The board 
oi commissioners are given the power-to 
initiate county improvements and the 
people are reserved the, right to remon- 
strate against their , action. ,Under the 
present law the commissioners are pro- 
liibited from initiating any such im- 
provements which it is said has a ten- 
dency to make the work of road im- 
provement slow, and uncertain. 


Senator Michael Thornton's bill to 
amend the corrupt practice act, will re- 
move the fear that small p a ^ 8 over 
the state, it is said, have had in expos- 
ing acts of public officials. At present 
there is a provision which place« a Uno 
at not less than $300 nOr more tllM 
11,000 and a jail «entence of one year 
for printing matter detrimental to- the 
character of a public official unloaa it 
ean be proved. It is said that s«yiml 
small country paper« liave been liied 
under this act, since it« adoption in 
1913.
